Portraits oc Oar oorernon. 


During the last few months, several 


portraits of tho Governors of Rhode Island 
have been added to the oolleotlon In the 
State bouse. These are, first, Hir Edmund 
Andros, who was Governor nnder a.com- 
mission from King James II., from 1686 to 
1688. 
Our charter had been "vacated" on 


account of charges against the colonies for 
"articles of high misdemeanor," in which 
respect we were no worse off than some 
other colonies, for the commission of 
Andros 'made him "Qovcraor of Mass- 
achusetts Bay, New Plymouth, New Hamp- 
shire, 
Mniao 
and 
the 
Narragansetl 


country." The colonies of Connecticut, 
New York and West New Jersey were 
subseqnenty included in his jurisdiction. 


The portrait of air Edmund Andros is a 


very striking one. He is represented with 
long flowing hair falling down upon his 
shoulders, an embroidered muslin scarf 
around liis neck, and clad in a full suit of 
armor; while the stern expression of his 
face indicates the well-known tyrannical 
character of the man. Il is a copy bv Hr. 
Uacheller, froni a family in England, first 
copied for parties in Boston, where it has 
been engraved for the '-Prince Society," of 
that city. The picture is a very showy one, 
presenting an agreeable contrast amid thn 
array of black coals and stand-up shirt col- 
lars, which have been tho prevailing 
ion for gentlemen since the present caut-tiry 
came in. 


Tho cecond portrait of the additions is 


that ofonr late Kovernor, John Brown 
Franci?, au excellent copy by Mr. John H. 
Arnold, of ibis cily, from the original, a 
beautiful work of art by Ilealoy, in the pos- 
session of his son-in-law, Marshall Woods, 
fefl.; at whose expense this pielru'e was 
painted for the State. It is of the class 
known as a "three-quarter size,"»nd Is one 
of the best likenesses In the collection; ex- 
pressive alike of the trenlality and warmth 
of he-art so characteristic of Governor 
Francis; and »e doubt if Rboda Island ever 
possessed a Chief Magistrate more widely 
known or more universally Moved than be. 
He was Governor for five years, from 1883 
to 1838, when he was succccdeci by William 
Sprague. This porlsll

in 


size with those of General Burnside and 
Senator Anthony. 


The third addition is Ihc portrait of the 


late Byr:n Dinun, who was Ooretdor of 
the Slate from 1846 lo 1847, and was suc- 
ceeded by Elisha Harris. Governor Mlman 
had filled the office of L'e jlcnant Governor 
from 18-10 lo 1812, and from 1813 lo 18ii5.

The religious services on the Sahbatb are 
conducted by tbe Hev. Mr. Douglass, wilb 
aSabbalh echoul for such as can be induced 
to attend; The evening school is conducted 
by Gen. Viall, the wardeu,atid bl8 assistants. 
It is kept five evenings iu the week, and a 
iarge number of prisoners, desirous of in- 
structiou, aro alw;iys present.
